The ‘action of the manufacturers gives 


a signal victory to American newspaper 
_ publishers, who, in the face of advanc- 
“ing paper prices, have seen nothing 
ahead but ruin for.many of their num- 
ber. If the proposal is accepted, of- 
ficials say it-will mark an expansion of 
the functions of the Government, which, 
in arbitrdting the differences between 
two industries, opens up a wide field of 
possibilities for the future. 

The statement issued by the commis- 
sion attaches particular significance to 
the outcome of the conferences as mark-

‘ LIVERPOOL, Feb. 16.—The Phila- 
delphia, the first American liner,to leave 
Europe since Germany's declaration of 
unrestricted submarine warfare becam 2 
fully effective, sailed from here late 
on Wednesday afternoon. She. carried 
ninety-five passengers of all classes, of 
whom thirty-eight’ were Americans. 
Among the few cancellations were those 
of Frank Simonds and -Winfield R. Shee- 
han, who had planned to sail, but were 
prevented at the last moment by busi- 
ness reasons, Dg Henry van Dyke, 
formerly United States Minister to Hol- 
land, had originally intended to sail 
on the Philadelphia, but decided earlier | 
in the week to postpone his departure 
until Saturday. 

The Philadelphia was-unarmed, car- 
rying neither a mounted nor an un- 
mounted gun. In addition to her pas- 
sengers she carried a general cargo of 
what is known as express freight and 
two tons of dispatches from the Ameri- 
can Embassy. in London for the State 
Department in Washington. The ' dis- 
patch bags contaified important docu- 
ments forwarded from American Em- 
bassies and Consulates in nearly all the 
countries of Europe, including a large 
quantity from Germany which was dis- 
ae tched. before the break in. diplomatic 
relations. 

A jolly and good-natured crowd waved 
good-bye from the Philadelphia's decks 
to anxious friends as‘ the ship left the 
dock. Prior to embarking the passen- 
gers had discussed e prospect of the 
liner being attacked by a submarine, but 
most of them treated it lightly. How- 
ever, many tried to take out large life 
insurance policies before sailing, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that when 
they engaged their passage the cofnpany 
requir them to sign waivers not to 
hold it responsible for any loss in the 
event that the ship was sunk by a 
mine or submarine. ost of the pas- 
sengers comforted themselves with the 
belief that Germany, in spite of threats 
to torpedo anything in the prescribed 
war zone, swt not sink an American 

assenger liner.

Leading up to a discussion of the pres- 
ent situation, Mr..Mann reviewed the 
eyents just prior to the outbreak of the 
war with Spain.

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|OKUMA WANTS AMERICA 
TO CUT ARMAMENTS 


Bat Says Japan Should Complete 
Her Naval Program—Pro- 
posals for Peace Conferees. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—The text of 
@ recent statement by Marquis Okuma, 
ex-Premier of Japan, in which he ex- 
pressed the opinion that the world was 
on the: brink of bankruptcy, has just 
been received in Washington... More im- 
portant, from'the American ‘point of 
view, is the declaration of Marquis 
Okuma that, in his opinion, the United 
States Government should” cut down 
her armaments’ to a minimum rather 
than expand them; that the Entente 
Powers should maintain their status 
quo in armaments, that the whole Ger- 
man Navy should be surrendered, but 
that Japan should be permitted to com- 
! plete the naval program she now has 
in hand. A translation of Marquis 
Okuma’s statement follows: 

‘“‘If I am to be.allowed to describe the 
prevailing condition ef the world frank- 
ly, I would say that the world is now 
on the brink of bankruptcy, and the 
peace conference may well be regarded 
as a conference for discussing means of 
alleviating the- effects of that bank- 
ruptcy. 

“Fortunately, Japan has suffered no 
serious damage from the war, while 
America has kept aloof from the tur- 
moil of hostilities, On the other- hand, 
the European belligerent’ powers havé 
exhausted their gold currency, and are 
ecnsequently face to face with the ne- 
cessity of changing their conversion 
system. When a‘ State suffers trom a 
shortage of gold specie it is unable to 
pay out jnterest on its national loans. 
As ® last resort such a State will have 
to adopt a paper standard in lieu of the 
present, gold standard. However™ hard 
America may try, she cannot but accept 
paper money from a country which has 
no gold currency to meet its liabilities. 

“Thus a rious change in the 
economic world is antfcipated. At the 
same time we must look for a revolu- 
tiun in industrial, scientific, and literary 
circles. Will the Japanese people be 
fully. prepared for these revolutionary 
changes? 

“*I sincerely hope that the. Peace Con- 
ference at the end of the present war 
will be, in reality, a conference for es- 
tablishing permanent peacé in the world.

Any Worse, but Scarcely

PUBLIC HOLDING OUT WELL] 


Grumble But Are Well Disciplined 
—Standing with Their Backs 
to the Wall. 


GENEVA, Switzerland, Feb. 16, (via 
London.)}—The. food situation in Ger- 
many -may.- not grow worse, but it 
scarcely can become better. - This is 
the outstanding feature of Germany’s 
great problem. 

The German people as yet are not 
starving, and they yet have provisions 
in adequate quantities ‘to support life, 
while in the case of further decreases 
in available supplies there is still: the 
institution of compulsory soup kitchens, 
the most economical method of making 
all foodstuffs go‘as far as possible, to 
stand between Germany and any forced 
termination of the war through an ab- 
solute lack of food. . © 

Life for the civilian. population of 
Germany on the present scanty allow- 
ance of food, however, is far from 
pleasant, though the German newspa- 
pers are. fond,of referring to conditions 
this Winter and last Winter as excep- 
tional. They also say that the short ra- 
tions aré due largely to bad - harvests 
and like to. intimate that normal, crops 
of ‘grain and potatoes in the coming 
Summer may end the principal food 
difficulties. 

Many agricultural experts believe that 
the Central Empires did quite as well 
in both years as could be expected, and 
that the populations of Germany and 
Austria-Hungary “must reconcile them- 
selyes to getting along during the com- 
ing harvest year on no greater allowance 
than in’ the past. The problem, as 
‘frankly disdussed in agricultural circles 
and as outlined in a.recent circular of. 
the Prussian Ministry of Agriculture, 
is not one of more land for crops, but 
one of labor and fertilizer to cultivate 
—— land already available advantage- 
ously. 

Even the normal supply of: potash—a 
fertilizing material indigenous to Ger- 
many in great quantities—will: not be 
available the com season, owing to 
the labor shortage. ‘ e many factories 
roducing — — from the aif will not 
Be able to produce enough nitrates by 
far, in view of the ammunition require- 
ments, to replace ‘the nitrates normally 
imported from Chile for agricultural 
purposes, and other imported ertilizers.

‘Faking all these factors into considera- 
tion, it is highly improbable that there 
will any increase in general crop 
production over’1916 and 1915. Weather 
conditions may, as in 1915, produce a 
bumper potato crop and a poo? grain 
crop, or the reverse results, as in #916, 
but the —— result probably will be 
about the same.

Any 
State that desires prohibition can ef- 
fect that object completely within. 
its own borders; the Webb-Kenyon 
act has removed whatever difficulties 
may have existed before in the. execu- 
tion of such a purpose. The object, 
and the only object, is to coerce such 
a State as New York, or Magssachu- 
setts, or Pennsylvania; into living 
under a régime of prohibition im- 
posed upon it, not by the will of its 
own people, but by that of the people 
of other States in which .circum- 
stances and social conditions are rad- 
ically different. 
‘ 89 much for the question of respon- 
sibility and constitutional right. As 
to the effect. of the adoption of the 
amendment, there are considerations 
equally grave. Onge made part of : 
the Constitution, it would be a mat-j 
ter of the utmost difficulty to.repeal 
or modify it. . Any thirteen. States, 
however small, remote; or sparsely 
inhabited, could Keep the provision 
firmly in ‘the Constitution, however 
great might be the protest from any 
or all of the other thirty-five States. 
We have had 10 experience whatever 
of prohibition in any great city, and 
have.’ very little experience of 
thoroughgoing prohibition even in 
States without great cities. In any 
one State, if experience shows that 
prohibition is’ undesirable,.or if public 
opinion changes on the subject; repeal 
tay be compassed without extraor- 
dinary difficulty; but. with prohibition 
in the, Federal. Constitution, New 
York or Illinois or Missouri or Mas- 
gachusetts might find its. workings 
ever so irksome, ever so. evil, without 
havirig'the slightest practical chance to 
make its protest effective. On the other 
hand, if we leave the question of pro- 
hibition in each State to the people of 
that State, there will be an opportu- 
nity everywhere to form a judgment 
on its merits according to the. expe- 
rience of those States that have tried 
it. To rush into national compulsion 
at this stage, with almost no éxperi- 
ence to guide us, would be to make 
a leap in the dark, ‘to take a step 
which it would be almost impossible 
to retrace, however unsatisfactory, 
however evil, might he its conse- 
‘quences. For Congréss to do this 
without full ‘consideration and thor- 
ough discussion would be a gross

These, then, are the heroes of Witt- 
sm Il,, have been his heroes “from his.

A hero-wor- 
shipper can imagine no more glorious 
triumph than to outdo his heroes, 
There is nothing strained about this 
conclusion; it was in a talk on the 
present war that the Kaiser thus re-| 
vealed-the nature of those deeds which 
he regards as most admirable, most 
worthy of imitation. The” figures that 
“have followed hinr from his earli- 
“ est youth,” that fascinated his boyish 
imagination and still sway, his mind, 
are those of ‘the three whdlundertook 
to re-establish the Roman. Empire, to 
make its rule more truly universal thin 
it had ever been in Rome. The Greek 
Empire, which destroyed THEODORIC’s 
dream, is gone; the State where the 
Papacy has ite seat is now in con- 
flict with Germany; the German States, 
which folled CHARLEs V.,-are following 
in Wuitiam’s train. Yet the Holy 
Roman Empire will not be re-estab- 
lished, for WittusM, following in the 
footsteps of his three models, has, like 
them, challenged a power too strong 
for him—the democracies.

. EAST AND WEST. 

The Duluth Herald tells us that 
“probably séhtiment in the West di- 
“vides just about as it does in the 
“Yast.” In both tegions are the ele- 
ments, variously distributed, that are 
pro-German or pro-Ally on account of 
birth or descent. “Native Amer-| 
“ icans, on-the whole; are in the West, 
*as in the Hast, pro-Ally,” and they 
are so because they see in the war 
“a struggle for survival between au⸗ 
tocracy and democracy,’ represent- 
ed by Wngland/and France; “ and in 
“such a struggle Americans, who are

The formation of a cOmmittee of bank- 
érs to look after the interests of stock- 
holders in the Aetna Explosives Com- 
pany drew ‘attention yesterday for the 


second time in a year to the affairs of 
this important manufacturer of gun- 
powder. Inquiry developed the fact that 
delayed shipments because of railroad 
embargoes and lack of ocean shipping 
facilities had prevented the company 
from obtaining expected payments on 
completed goods, with the collateral ef- 
fect of tying be heavy amounts of worké 
ing capital. he bankers acted in or- 
der to. solve the financial ———— and 
to strengthen the management. 

The committee consists of William A. 
Bradford, President of the Butterworth- 
Judson Company; Bayard Dominick of 
Dominick & Dominick, Charles 8, Sar- 
geant,- a of Kidder, Peabody & Co.; 
Ga. P. Murphy, Vice President of the 
Gua afity Trust Company; E. V. R. 
Thayer, . Frederick - K. Ruprecht, and 
—— J. Lonard. A notice was’ sent 
to common and preferred stockholders, 
asking that they unite for co-operation. 
Deposits: of stock are called’ for at the 
Guaranty Trust Company, and the Mer- 
chants National Bank of Boston. 

The Aetna Company has been making 
between $4,000, and $5,000,000 worth 
of explosive monthly for some time. The 
British Government a few days ago ex- 
ercised an option on 9,000,000 pounds of 
smokeless powder, to be delivered. by 
July 1, and a big French option was also 
closed. These Governments have been 
buying supplies in quarterly installments 
for nearly two years, it is said, and a 
substantial profit was promised when 
the contracts were taken in 1915. 

The company from time to time has] 
been forced to store large amounts of 
gunpowder until transportation —facili- 
ties from the plants to Europe could 
be arranged. As the buyers did not pay 
for the goods until delivered, the cor- 
oe had to negotiate loans with 

ankers from time to time, secured, by 
the explosives in storage. In January, 
1916, a situation arose similar in effect 
and at that time debts were liquidated 
and working capital provided throu 
the sale of $8,400,000 of new stock. 
When this refinancing was done, the 
statement was made in official quarters 
that the expense of buildirig new plants 
for the execution of: allied orders and 
the cost of raw material necessary for 
manufacturing on a large scale had ab- 
sorbed more capital than was expected.

TRAFFIC PROFITS GROW. 


Investors. in Tranéit Lines Are Sure 
‘ of: Dividends. 


Professor Edwin R.. W. Seligman of 
Columbia University, in discussing the 
Straus plan to avert strikes on the rail- 
roads of the city, said that in a com- 
munity like New York the increase in 
population brought with it a greater 
intensity of traffic so that on all the 
existing lines profits ought to increase 
automatically. He said that there was 
no likelihood that the Public Service 
Commission would permit the ’ transit 
companies to charge more than a 5-cent 
fare, thus shifting any of their burdens 
to. the community. Continuing, Pro- 
fessor Seligman said: 

“It might be argued that any, undue 
restriction of the public service cor- 
porations might react unfavorably upon 
the public. The answer to this argu- 
ment is simple. The public service cor- 
porations form virtually a monopoly .and 
are granted-this monopoly in each. par- 
ticular field for well recognized reasons. 
increase of popuiation biings with it a 
greater intensity of traffic. ‘here is is 
economic force operating in the a 
to increase wages 
diminish hours of labor except the very 
general influence which is exerted by an 
increase in the productivity of capital 
in general and a possible rise in the cost 
of living with th attendant change in

“If by any —— there should 
be no increase in population or in the 
density of —— or if the increased 
profits arising from the growing density 
of traffic should be more than offset 
by the — ‘of constructing new 
lines, there is‘no reason why the operat- 
ing company should not secure from 
the Government either a guarantee of 
interest dividends, as is the case in 
France, or direct aid in construction of 
new lines, as with our. present sub- 
ways.” 

Professor Seligman said that public 
utility’ service was virtually Govern- 
ment service, and that it ought to be 
preferred service. 

‘We do not hear of strikes among 
firemen, policemen, or postmen,’’. he 
said, ‘‘ because the Londitions of service 
are not only satisfactory but inviting. 
The_ restrictions upon the rights of capi- 
tal are not completely analogous to the 
restrictions upon the rights of labor, be- 
cause the burden in the first case is 
——— berne by the. public, where 

t belongs, and in the second case the 
burden ultimately borne by the em- 
ployes, where it does not belong. 

‘The surest way to avert strikes in 
public service corporations is to main- 
tain such service as. a preferred occu- 
ety and this preference is further 

tified by a recognition of the fact 
that the Government, or its trustees, 
pe gd of ey ag service corporations, 

hould properly be a model employer.” 
. “i reply to a question by Mr. Straus, 
Professor Seligman said: 

‘The main reason why the average 
workman and the organized workmen 
are opposed to any such proposition as 
compulsory arbitration or compulsory 
investigation, with no strike in the inter- 
val, is because, they have learned by 
long experience that there are only two 
ways of securing the improvement of 
labor troubles.” 

Professor Seligman explained that 
these two ways were an opportunity for 
collective bargaining and their own ef- 
forts in concerted action through their 
organizations. 

Asked if he believed in the constitu- 
tion of a xso board, Professor Selig- 
man repli 

‘*T think it is bound to come: about; in 
one way or another, in the public service 

corporations. You cannot solve a prob- 
lem affecting capital and labor by sim- 
ply having provisions affecting capital. 
“You have also got.to have provisions af- 
fecting labor.”
